Police Officers are legally required to keep notes as an essential part of 
their duties. The officers' notebooks are very important documents. It 
is not acceptable to copy notes from another officer's notebook. 

The purpose of Report Writing is to pass on information, provide a 
permanent record, provide a total picture, assist the legal process. The 
original note-taking forms the basis for all future documents and the 
investigations that follow. Good notes help the police officer to 
remember/recall the important details of each separate occurrence and 
prevent confusion. 

Only one notebook should be used at given time. Pages should not be 
tom out. 

All entnes should be made in black ink, neat and legible. Write readable 
notes so future readers will easily understand. It is essential to separate 
distinctive, specific facts/details which can be verified, from opinions 
and conclusions, be objective and well organized.

Joining the On the Line flying squad means that you agree to the following organizing 
principles: 

• This is a working group. We need a working list of people who will show up and 
follow through when they are able. 

• Agree on some basic politics. You don’t have to agree with everything AAD 
stands for, but you must agree to not contradict the core principles of our work. 
The most important of those principles (for the sake of this project) is to support 
communities in struggle by honoring their leadership in the different forms that it 
appears. This means an active effort against carrying oppressive power 
dynamics regarding class, gender, race, sexuality, ability, and status into these 
community struggles.
